Think 
of u little yellow fledging—a '-goldfinch 
ma)e"-r*oven months old, costing five thou- 
sand dollar* in gold t The average price is 
a pound. These little things are domiciled 
in various kinds of cages, some in little

-mansion, with lodgings fur half it dozen 
birds, i* very elegant, and marked "Canary 
Cottage." Those who think t tint canaries

For gome 
singular reason—probably because the birds 
uauuot bo mado to sing uy the meet tender 
or tbreateniug persuasions when they do not 
wish to do so—no prize ia ever offered tor 
either singiog or talking—very important 
aircoinpbslimoiits have thus been disregard- 
ed in the bestowal of prizes.

Buckle, in bis History of Civilisation,says 
that in modern times tUoro have been but 
three niou who could command au army 
and govern a nation—Cromwell, WasTiing- 
ton aud Napoleon. It'bo were now tu write 
an appendix to his groat work, or to pre- 
pare it tor a revised edition, we feel confi- 
dent that lie would at len»t modify tins 
opinion so fia to iuolnde tbe name oi*0enoral 
want. We do not see how, oa a candid re- 
view of the events of this Country during 
the lost four years, bo could fail to render 
thia tribute to our present J£xequtive. In- 
deed, if Mr. Buckle's theory of government 
and governing be correct, General is not 
only tbo equal of tbe three great rulers 
whom bo specially selected for eulogy twenty 
years ago, but be is the superior of theiu 
till, because bo has recognized to a 
greater extent than any of them tbo 
Fact that tbe governing and interfering are 
so far irum being identical or nearly related 
that tbey are directly antagonistic aud ir- 
reconcilable in their import and effect. The 
the teaching of Buckle's erutire work is that 
governmental interference is ruinous to na- 
tional well-being. Ho • writes whole chap- 
ters of precept lor what Uenaral Grant has 
given in four year* of uood .example—that 
the highcBt art of ruling ia the art of letting 
people alone—tbo art of allowing nations 
and communities to be subject only to laws 
which are more potent in their tettecta than 
any legislative enactments can be. 
No 
American President over understood this 
theory better than General Grant, and 
aa a result we bave to-day to record 
the close of an 
ailmini&trntion which, 
in some of tbo highest and best respects, is 
without a parallel in our national history— 
undoubtedly one of tbo best' executive ad- 
ministrations (speaking in tho strict and 
technical aeu«c sense ot that term) wo have 
ever bad. Its highest eulogy may be spoken 
in a very few words : The Jaws have been 
enforced, tke taxes have been honestly col- 
lected and honestly used, peace baa been 
preserved at homo aud abroad, ami tho 
(argent liberty bns been allowed to each 
individunl wbo wan not disposed to encroach 
upon tbo liberties of others. Kaoh clause in 
this compendious sentence, might T>o en- 
larged to a pugo fur the purpose of showing 
that ia all important respect* the first nef- 
mhiistration of General Grant bns Keen 
eminently successful. 
While representing n most successful ml- 
nittbttratiou, General Grant also represents 
a great degree of political progress, mapped 
out by biiu four years ago and accomplished 
witb bis help ami advice, until to-day be 
may well boast of its complete achievement. 
His inaugural message four years ago 
pointed out two groat principles in respect 
to which he and those who elected him dif- 
fered from those who had opposed him. 
The first was universal suffrage and tbo 
second was the wanner of payment of the 
national debt. General Grant took strong 
ground ns to each. Ho said tbe question oi 
•uffrago would never bo settled until it was 
nettled affirmatively, and that tho nation's 
honor n as pledged to the payment of tho 
national debt iu coin,and without subterfuge 
or evasion. 
'Iho .Democratic party etiU, 
aud for a year afterward, opposed him in 
both of these ideas. 
It buttled against uul- 
veraal suffrage and against the payment ot 
;be national debt, except iu a manner which 
1VM indirect repudiation. Only four years 
Uov* elapsed since then, and these two 
great ideas have been so thoroughly au 
kiepted that people have almost iorgotteu 
that either was ever opposed. ThelJeino- 
uratio platform of 18C8 is » mere tradition 
whereas tbo liepubljcau platform of 1868 is 
ttceomplishod luatory, 
Tlio wonder now is 
not tbtit tbe suffrage has been <>x traded t< 
the colored pooplo, or that tbe national deb 
ia to be paid in gold, but that anybody ever 
denied tbe suffrage to the colored people, or 
thought of paying the rmtiouul dt>bt m any 
thing but gold.

here is an interesting history connected 
witb those locomotives, aa our reporter 
earned at tho headquarters. 
About the 20th of January, Colonel D. R. 
jarned, attorney in part for tbe Rhode 
"stand locomotive works, instituted suits in 
ho United States circuit court in this c;ty 
br the recovery, by replevin, of three loco- 
motive 
engines, 
declaring 
ia 
bis 
\ffidavit, 
that 
they 
wore 
tho 
iroperty 
of 
bis 
principal 
tho 
E. 
, locomotive works. 
Writs of replevin 
were issued and placed in the bauds of 1<he 
marshal against tbe Paris & Decatur Rail- 
•oad Company, tor tho locomotives "Only. 
No. 1," and "A. N. Swasey, No. 3," and 
against Jacob Rudy, for the "Hayward, No. 
." Tbe marshal suggested that tbongh 
there mi{^ht be ao difficulty in getting pos- 
session oi tbe engines, yet they then would 
>e elephants on bis hands. Ho could not 
;arry them, nor run them across the coun- 
try without a track, nor run them over tho 
josapnny's road without its consent, nor 
leave them on its track to obstruct the pas- 
sage of trains. 
In this condition of atl'aird, the attorney 
aul tlio Marshal proceeded to Mattoon, and 
held a council with Deputy Marshal Pretty- 
man, 
tho result of which woa that ho was to 
to Arcotn, where the P. & D. road crosses 


;he Illinois Central, and, witb engineers 
ready to mount the locomotives, quietly 
wait until they came to thu crossing, uud an 
arrangement was mado witb the Central to 
run tbe engines dowu to Cairo over its 
track. 
All tbis seemed easy enough ; but it bap- 


x>ned that a fourth engine wns to be replcv- 
ned at 
Mount Vernon, Indiana, and 
tbe 
Marsbul 
was 
notified 
that

engines • in 
Illinois were 
seized, word would 
1x3 aeut 
by 
tele- 
irapli to Mount Vcrnou, and the seizure 
of the engine there defeated. That Indiana 
engine stood on a abort track only a hun- 
dred feet long, and wholly disconnected 
with any otber track. The people of Mount 
Vornon had voted bond.) to u new road, 
which bonds were to be delivered as "soon 
aa track was laid inside tbo town and a lo- 
comotive placed thereon;" a abort track was 
oou»tru.ct«d by tho now company, a connec- 
tion made with the St. Louis <fc Southern 
railway, aud tbe engine run from tho table 
into tbo former, the bonds delivered, and 
then, tbe connection was torn, up, leaving 
the town nothing but one engine and a hun- 
dred feet of track to show tor tbe people's 
bonds. 
AU being arranged, Colonel learned lett 
for Mount Vcruou to meet the Marshal oi 
Indiana and tbe Illinois Marshal. Deputy 
Frettyman. and three engineers left for Ar- 
cola. In the meantime tt was discovered 
that the engine "Horace Hayward" had 
been sold to the Indianapolis, Bloomiugtou 
& Western Company, and was then some- 
where iu its possession. This required that 
a n»w writ should be issued against tho 
company. 


Deputy Prettymau managed bis part well. 
Ho k6pt "shady" until be found bis ele- 
phants ou tbe Y coiinoctiug witb tbo Indiana 
fjoutral; seized them, there, put an engineer 
ou eaeb, ran them into the Central, and gt 
down to Cairo ; and having communicated

Tho ancient city of St. Augustine is really 
having a resurrection to new life. Its genial 
Winter climate yearly attracts wealthy 
people from the North, and somo of them, 
like Mr. Aspinwall aud Mr. Howard, two 
New York nabobs, are building elegant man- 
sions hero. The sisters of mercy arc about 
to build a convent and hospital, and the col- 
ored people aro to have an asylum erected 
for thoir benelil. The city fathers are also 
awaking ^frorn their Rip Van Winkle sleep, 
and are filling up the bog holes iu tho streets 
and contemplate tho making of a shell rond 
ono miloloiig to bo the grand lioulfn nrd of the 
future. 1 wish it were possible for luo to do- 
.-criho tho loveliness of this dimuto uud ita 
healing eflccts upon invalids, Saying the 
thermometer stands at eighty degrees, and 
that the soli air is made invigorating by con- 
tact with tho oi:«au, does not convey an adc- 
qunto oxprcssiion of its virtues. Runout 
letters Jroni friomls iu the South of Franco, 
who spent the last Winter here, say tho cli- 
mate there is not to bo compared with that 
of St. Augustine. Tho city is now quite full 
of strangers, and soon every phtco will l»e 
crowded. The baud plays every afternoon 
in the plaza, calling out the crowd in htip- 
piest mood, aud at sunset tho stages drive in 
troni the depot, blowing their bugles, »n- 
nonticing the arrival of Northern mails aa 
well at passeugpis. Tho oiaugo (reen uro 
now budded and will soon be in lull bloom. 
A lew pench trees have also opened their 
dolicnto ilower buds, but <l««»y nro « liltlo in 
advance of the season. 


Sailing parties aro now iu fashion, uud I 
will describe 0110 we recently oujoyod. 
Our 
first landing was nt the light-house, upon 
Auastasia island, where from tho outlook \vo 
obtained a Bno view of the Florida coast, 
aud could also look far oil upou tho ocean, 
beyond tho breakers, while imagination cai- 
ried us back three hunndred and fifty years, 
to the days oi'tlioso early adventurers -who 
landed here when this continent was an un- 
broken wilderness. Yes, this is the beauti- 
ful Florida, where they spout their first Eas- 
ter Sunday; and I fancy I could trace their 
path oil the water, and realize their excite- 
ment as they lauded. Ifrom the light-house 
wo walked to the coquiiia quanies, wheie 
moat of the building material of St. An^n»- 
tino is obtained. The coquiua is a shell for- 
mation, which 1 believe, is found in no other 
part ot the world. It is composed of fine 
and broken shells, cemented by action of tho 
water here Prof. Dana speaks of it in hw re- 
cent work on corals but gives no geological 
explanation of its formation. It is cut in 
blocks suitable for building, and is a [little 
soft when first taken out, but hardens on ex- 
posure to the air. The houses built of it are 
in the old Spanish style, with large balconies 
hanging from the second stories over tho 
narrow streets. 
From the island wo sailed to the North 
jeach, where tbe dashing oi the waves bun 
•endorcd the accumulation of shells very 
inn, and where we took a long walk oenroh- 
iig for sea-beans, that aro often washed up 
from distant shores. We returned with 
voracious appetites to dine oft' tbe finest of 
venison and wild duck, with vegetables 
'resh from the garden, uud oranges just 
jathered from the trees. At dinner, while 
wo wore holding an animated discussion on 
;he question of uniting all the different re- 
igious denominations, a dove flow in 
through an open door, fluttered a tew mo- 
ments over our heads, uuil then took its 
departure, leaving us to accept and protit 
by tho omen if we would. After dinner wo 
walked to the post cemetery, iienr tho bar- 
racks, where long linos of our soldiers uro 
sleeping under tho orange trees, nnd where 
thrco coquina pyramids cover the remains 
of Mnjor Dado and a hundred of his com 
imiul who were massacred by Oaccoln jfhd 
tiis tribe durin« the Seminolc war.

A Valuable Oil 


Some time ago, says a correspondent of 
the New York Evening foat, I saw, at tbo 
bouse of Mr. Titian B. Pcnle, in Washing- 
ton City, a floe picture—a full-length por- 
trait oi Cecil, Lord Baltimore, painted, His 
said, by Van Dyke. I submit to your 
readers tbe following facts concerning it: 
In tbe centre of the picture stanils Lord 
Baltimore, dressed in a cont aud small 
clotlies of blue velvet, the coat embroidered 
in gold, having tbe open sleeves lined witb 
silk ot tbe very highest shade brocaded in 
the same color with a graceful pattern. 
His ti link-hose are of the same delicate 
material and tint, witb clocks of gold ein- 
Ijroidery. 
lie wears a doublet richly 
embroidered 
m 
gold 
and 
colors 
which ia seen beneath bis sash of Orange 
silk and again ut the neck, above his breast- 
plate ot steel, which is inlaid witb gold. 
Below tbe broad sash ia tho hilt of bis 
swoid, studded with jewels. 
Ho wears a 
powdered wig, and bis feet have on black 
shoes witb box toes and gold buckles. His 
left band holds a gauntlet at bis side, sbudort 
by a ruffle of ilne lace, the lawn sleeve on 
the otber arm showing the same costly bor- 
dering. His cocked bat lies on a sofa iienr 
him, with the dap looped and fastened witb 
geius of groat size. 'Ihe wbole dress tells oi 
taste nnd wealth, while the bearing of tbe 
man—his right hand raised, with a baton 
pointing to a ship iu tho distance—ia ot com- 
manding dignity. 
At Biutimore's right baud, dimly shadow 
ed, is au Indian with a iino feather hcnd- 
drces, the strap of bis quiver across bis 
shoulder, and a bow in bis baud. This is to 
mdioato tbe original inhabitants of bis fur- 
off province of Maryland. At the left of lua 
lordship lies a quiver filled witb arrows ami 
a bow lying across it, showing that he was 
prepared to pay the tribute exacted by tbe 
charter, of "two Indian arrows to bo deliv- 
ered at Windsor Castle every year on Tues- 
day of Easter wock." Tbe fish-skin tbat 
covers the quiver, and a war ciub mado 
of thu beak of 
tbe 
saw-fish, signify 
tho products of Chesapeake Bay, whicli 
bordered his province, while tho flag oi 
Orange, with its gold and blue tassels—the 
family colors—gracefully draped from thi 
base of a il rum near by, show that all is 
under the command of the Baltimore title. 
Tbe sofa'of drab plush has on its golden 
fringed drapery, below the seat, tho cont-oi 
arms of Maryland, having on each aide tbo 
supporters—a ploughman and fishermau— 
and surmounted by the crown of England 
showing that he ruled by royal authority 
Tho rich hangings aud dark drapery of n 
tent relievo the person of Lord Baltimore 
with admirable effect. 
This is evidently a picture of au embarka 


tionj tbe tent in which he stands, tho ship in 
tbe distance, tho natives and the, prodhcta o 
his province gathered about him, all show 
preparation for his contemplated visit to 
Maryland. 
When Annapolis wns incorporated {1708 


it was permanently ao named in honor o 
QMen'Anue, who had ascended the throuo 
u ffew years before. 
The Queen sent her ow^u portrait aud tha 


of Lord Baltimore, each tull length, as a 
gift to the citv »a recognition of the compli 
meat. Tho Queen's portrait, representing 
her in tbe act of piesenting the charter tt 
the city, disappeared at aboat the tLno o 
tbe breakin/fc oat of tho Revolutionary war 
when there was little respect for royalty ot 
royal gifts. The picture of Lord Baltimore 
was preserved, aud is tho one mentioned in 
this paper. Tbe City Council of Annapolis 
voted it to Charles Wilson Peole, the 
father of Titian Ramsay Poale, the prosen 
possessor of the picture and the last sur 
viving child of the pointer. It wnS"voted 
iu payment for portraits of a number of,the 
Governors of Maryland, painted for the 
city by Mr. Pealo, and it has ever since 
been in possession of his family. The time 
when it was painted oould not have bceu 
lat*r than 1633, which makes the age of this 
fine painting to be abont 240 years, and ye 
tbe colors appear as fresh ns if the picture 
waa paintea recently.

What ia understood as the liquor question 
aunot bo dodged. It must ultimately be 


met face to face, however it may for tho 
imo being be evaded. It is a question that 
will play the mischief with the politicians 
who attempt cither to dodge it, or to straddle 
t. Public opinion is crystalizing on that 
subject. Prohibition is not uainiug ground, 
or that is impracticable. Law cannot be 
iiade to control man's apetito. But all over 
;he country tho principle that liquor sellers 
shall bo held responsible for their traffic, is 
indiii|* lodgement ; and when we use the 
word liquor wo mo mean a liquid that pro- 
duces intoxication. 


Ultimately there ia to be no quibble about 


ibis or that kind of liquor. The man who 
aollsa liquid that steals awuy the bruins 
will be held to answer for that larceny. The 
>rinciplo is a correct one and is recognized 
n every branch of business other than dram 
Belling. The evil of intemperance all admit 
to bo the griovious curse of tho land. Our 
Cities may not bo improving iu temperance* 
norals, but the rural districts have the power 
in our legislatures, and it is na sure as that 
time rolls on that there -will be no step back- 
ward on the question. There may be tem- 
porary checks to the advance of public ocn- 
jtueut, but take the years by decades and
